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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  shall  he  called  The  Chicago  Academy  of 
Sciences. 


OBJECTS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  increase  and 
diffusion  of  scientific  knowledge*  by  a museum,  a library,  the 
reading  and  publication  of  original  papers,  and  other  suitable 
means. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Academy  shall  consist  of  Members,  Corresponding 
Members  and  Honorary  Members. 

Honorary  Members  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Academy,  except  the  right  of  voting  and  of  holding  office. 

Corresponding  Members  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Academy,  except  the  right  of  voting  and  of  holding  office ; 
and  in  case  of  their  becoming  citizens  of  Chicago,  shall 
become  members. 

Candidates  for  admission  into  the  Academy,  whether  as 
members,  corresponding  and  honorary  members,  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  by  twTo  members  at  a business  meeting, 
and  to  be  ballotted  for  at  the  next  meeting — three  negative 
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ballots  rejecting  him.  The  rejected  candidate  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  membership  under  one  year. 

Any  member  may  be  expelled  for  cause,  or  be  removed 
from  office,  after  due  hearing,  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Academy,  who  shall  also  be  the  Trus- 
tees, shall  be  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a Recording 
Secretary,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  a Libra- 
rian, and  a Curator,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  and  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

All  the  above  named  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  any  of  the  regular 
offices  of  the  Academy  shall  be  filled  by  ballot  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting,  notice  of  such  election  to  be  given  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  shall  have 
paid  all  his  dues,  and  attended  two  regular  meetings  of  the 
Academy  within  the  previous  six  months,  unless  prevented 
by  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city. 

ALTERATION  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  the  Constitution  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  at  a regular  meeting,  and  if  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
vote  in  the  affirmative,  it  shall  be  adopted. 


BY-LAWS. 


MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  of  this  Academy  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.  The  hour  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Academy,  and  to  call  such  special  meetings  as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members. 

The  Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  case  of  his  absence. 

The  Recording  Secretary  is  to  keep  a record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Academy;  to  notify  all  members  of  their 
election,  and  all  committees  of  their  appointment ; to  keep 
a correct  list  of  all  the  members  of  the  Society,  with  the 
date  of  their  election,  resignation  or  death ; to  have  charge 
of  the  Seal  of  the  Academy,  and  notify  all  members  residing 
in  Chicago  of  the  meetings. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the 
correspondence  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  shall  make 
a report  of  all  communications  received  or  written  by  him 
for  the  Society  at  each  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  is  to  take  charge  of  the  funds  and  collect 
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all  money  due  the  Academy,  and  pay  all  bills  authorized  by 
the  Academy  on  a written  order  from  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary ; he  shall  make  an  annual  report,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  Academy  may  require ; and  give  a 
bond  with  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Academy,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  library. 

The  Curator  shall  have  charge  of  the  museum. 

COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  of  three  on  each  of 
the  following  subjects:  Zoology,  Botany,  Geology,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Publication,  Library  and  Finance,  which  are  to  be 
elected  by  ballot.  All  standing  committees  to  report  in 
writing. 

The  committee  on  Finance,  in  conjunction  with  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  have  the  superintendence  of  the  moneyed  concerns 
of  the  Academy,  and  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer. 


MUSEUM  AND  LIBRARY. 

No  books  shall  be  taken  from  the  library  or  specimen 
from  the  museum  without  the  permission  of  the  Trustees. 

FINANCES. 

Every  member  elect  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  ten 
dollars,  also  an  annual  assessment  of  five  dollars  within  three 
months  after  the  annual  meeting. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  exempt  from 
all  future  annual  contributions. 
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WITHDRAWAL  OF  MEMBERS. 

Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Academy,  provided 
he  can  produce  a certificate  from  the  Treasurer  that  all 
arrearages  due  from  him  to  the  Academy  have  been  paid.
